EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Attorney Craig McRobbie on February 1 1 , 2010. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

(i) Cancel claim 1; 

(ii) In line 1 of claim 4, replacing "claims 1 or" with -claim-; and 

(iii) In line 1 of claim 5, replacing "1" with ~3~. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant claims are amended to limit the fluorenyl ligand to be 2,7,3,6- 
tetrasubstituted. First of all, the cited prior art in the previous rejections, Hasegawa et 
al. (US 6,207,774) does not teach or reasonably suggest the metallocene complex 
containing the fluorenyl ligand to be 2,7,3,6-tetrasubstituted species. Secondly, the 
data disclosed in Table 1 of the specification show that the catalyst compositions 
comprising the metallocene complex containing the 2,7,3,6-tetrasubstituted fluorenyl 
ligand provide superior catalytic activities as compared to the catalyst compositions 
comprising the metallocene complex containing the 2,7-tetrasubstituted fluorenyl ligand 
which are representative of those of Hasegawa. Therefore, the instant claims are 
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deemed to be novel and nonobvious over the cited prior art and in the condition for 
allowance.
